SAIGON (UPI)—A reinforced 
battalion 
of 
1,000 
American 
infantrymen battled Communist 
guerrillas along a highway 35 
m iles north of Saigon today and 
at least 100 Viet Cong were 
reported killed in heavy fight­ 
ing.

Robert Tinuner, Conservation 
Department riistrict supervisor, 
said the permit u a s Ijeing is­ 
sued It) permit shtjoling deer 
that fretiuenl the airport, wliieh 
is located on Eseanaba's south­ 
west sitte. 


“Safety must eoine fu st,” he 
said. '’This 
is not 
unusual. 
Three years aiiu there was a 
similar situation al iron M oun­ 
tain ” 


Jon 'fhorm, airpf>rt manager, 
who ha.s been granted the per­ 
mit, reported the deer are fre­ 
quently sighted along the ru n ­ 
way.s.
